Movie star hangout in Gold Coast 
selling thousands of historic pieces

It’s like a glimpse into old Hollywood. Items from the historic Am- 
bassador East Hotel, built in the Gold Coast in 1926, and its legend- 
ary Pump Room restaurant, which opened in 1938, are for sale. 

Among the items are a restaurant booth frequented by Frank 
Sinatra. According to lore, he was known for calling half an hour be- 
fore arriving with the Rat Pack to see how many guests were there; 
he would pay everyone’s tab so the guests would leave and he’d have 
the place to himself and his buddies. 

Back in the day the hotel and restaurant were known as Chica- 
go’s celebrity hangout. It was a place to spot stars sipping drinks on 
the glitzy Gold Coast. 

The famous guests who checked into the hotel or grabbed a bite 
in the Pump Room read like a Who’s Who in Hollywood and be- 
yond— from starlets to comedians. Marilyn Monroe. John Belushi. 
Harry Garay Everyone who was anyone was there. 

Now, it’s the last call. The hotel began a renovation last month 
and closed its bar and restaurant. 

RedEye rummaged through the items for sale, ranging from the 
bar itself ($10,500) to $15 minibars and $i tissue holders. 

“There’s something here for everybody,” said Michael Kabealo, 
president of Hotel Content Liquidators, which is operating the 
sale. “You don’t need to have a lot of money” 

The on-site, 12-day sale begins Friday Hours are 10 a.m.-6 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday and noon-5 p.m. Sunday The hotel is at 
1301 N. State Parkway

The minty green goodness known as Shamrock Shakes are oozing 
into plastic cups all over the city They arrived a full five days earlier 
than last year’s launch, McDonald’s spokesman Michael Hillsman said. 

I can personally verify their early arrival, having downed five shakes 
since last week when I was tipped off by loyal Kyles Filers. OK, maybe 
it was six. 

Don’t judge me. 

I am RedEye’s unofficial Shamrock Shake correspondent, bound 
by a sense of duty to document the shakes for the past five years. I 
have maintained my loyalty to my favorite dessert since childhood, 
even last year, when I found the mint and green coloring lacking in 
about 90 percent of the shakes I drank.

Check out a deli- 
cious vegan shake recipe created for the Kyles Files by Yum Universe 
blogger Heather Crosby, with help from Vital Juice Chicago newsletter 
editor Maya Henderson. I posted it to redeyechicago.com/kylesfiles. 

» MAPPING: No matter how hard we try, we will inevitably wear 
down the supply I don’t know about you, but I hate waiting in line 
for a shake only to be shooed away because they’ve run out, tempo- 
rarily or completely That’s why I am unleashing a new tool to keep 
us informed of inventory levels. Check the Kyles Files for a crowd- 
sourcing map and contribute so we can give each other a heads-up 
from now until (gulp), the shakes are gone, as to which locations are 
still serving the shakes. 

So, mint-loving masses, there you have it— ways we can enhance 
and even increase enjoyment of our Limited-time Liquid refreshment. I 
think the terms are fair and hope you do too. So let’s Shamrock shake 
on it, shall we?

Hundreds of young professionals 
flocked to a political party at a 
bar this week to meet the may- 
oral candidates. College students 
showed up at a mayoral forum 
on UIC’s campus. And high- 
schoolers quizzed the contend- 
ers at a recent televised debate. 

It’s clear young voters are 
interested in Tuesday’s election 
to name Mayor Daley’s succes- 
sor. The four leading candidates— Rahm Emanuel, Miguel del Valle, Carol Moseley 
Braun and Gery Chico (in the order they appear on the ballot)— are vying for the 
post, putting on a full-court press in the media and stumping in neighborhoods 
across the city in the campaign’s final days. 



But are the candidates fighting to capture 
the youth vote? And is it enough to get young 
voters to the polls? If they do show up, those 
voters have the potential to play a big role in 
figuring out who Chicago’s next mayor will be, 
according to political science ex- 
perts. Young voters make up rough- 
ly a third of Chicago’s electorate— 
nearly 435,000 of those registered 
are ages 18-34. 

“I’m doing a lot of work to under- 
stand what candidates are best suit- 
ed to my needs,” said Lydia Mitch- 
ell, 24, who lives in Lincoln Park. 

Overall, she said, she doesn’t feel 
candidates are doing much to reach 
out to young voters. “I’m having to 
seek out info,” she said before lis- 
tening to three mayoral candidates 
speak at the Chicago Sport and So- 
cial Club’s political party at Joe’s Bar 
this week (Emanuel wasn’t present). 

Rockit Bar & Grill in River North 
also hosted a Rock the Vote event 
this week for young voters. 

“This race is of particular interest 
to Chicago’s young professionals,” 
said Jason Erkes, president of Chicago Sport 
and Social Club, which this year hosted its first 
political party “We felt it was a good time to 
start wielding our influence and give them an 
opportunity to meet the candidates.” 

The party offered young professionals a 
chance to socialize with the candidates and 
help them decide whom to vote for, he said. 

Meanwhile, the candidates point out, young 
adult staffers and interns work on their cam- 
paigns. They have set up Eacebook pages and 
Twitter accounts. Chico even has a free iPhone 


and iPad app to engage tech-sawy young vot- 
ers. 

Time will tell whether their efforts are 
enough. Youth voter turnout has to be high to 
have an effect on the mayoral election, experts 
agreed. 

“The youth are reasonably ac- 
tive,” said Dick Simpson, a political 
science professor at UIC and a for- 
mer alderman. “Whether they are 
able to motivate a significant part 
of their cohorts, I have no idea. I 
can’t really tell.” 

Candidates are making a mistake 
if they aren’t targeting the youth 
vote, said Molly Andolina, assistant 
professor of political science at De- 
Paul University “I think that ’04, 
’06, ’08 elections increase in youth 
turnout and engagement of young 
people show when you do make an 
effort, they respond,” she said. 

David Sprotte, 27, is on e-mail 
lists for the four leading candidates 
to stay connected. “I haven’t seen 
anything, any special outreach to- 
ward young voters,” said Sprotte, 
an accountant who lives in Lakeview He said 
he wasn’t surprised candidates weren’t making 
more of an effort to target young voters be- 
cause of the typical voter turnout among young 
people, which has been low in city elections — 
at least anecdotally 

Nationally, youth voter turnout was 51 per- 
cent in the 2008 presidential election, up 
2 percent from 2004. However, only an esti- 
mated 22 percent came out to the polls in the 
midterm 2010 election. 

“The track record of young people in an off-

year election is not so good. A special election 
or off-, off-year election is even worse,” Ando- 
lina said. “Because municipal elections have a 
lower turnout, an increase in turnout of any 
particular group can be impactful.” 

Candidates seem to be addressing issues that 
voters— young and old— are concerned about, 
said Angela Molina, 31, a billing assistant who 
lives in North Center. “They’re after every- 
body because everybody is worried about the 
same things,” she said. 

In Chicago, there hasn’t been a city election 
this close since 1989 when Mayor Daley first 
won the mayor’s seat. Case in point: In the last 
city election in 2007, Daley won 71 percent of 
the vote— quite the landslide. 

No matter what public opinion polls show, 
it comes down to who shows up at the voting 
booths, Simpson said. 

Erkes underscored the impact of the race. 

“The mayor’s race is obviously one that af- 
fects everyone who lives in the city of Chi- 
cago,” he said. “Y)ung professionals are the 
future of this city” lvivanco@tribune.coivi 


SWING VOTE 

If young voters were to turn out for the 
municipal election in numbers any- 
where near those they posted in the 
2008 presidential election-in the tens 
of thousands-they would have an ef- 
fect, one expert says. They would help 
determine whether front-runner Rahm 
Emanuel would win the election out- 
right, if a runoff would be needed and 
who the other candidate in the runoff 
would be, said Dick Simpson, a political 
science professor at UIC and a former 
alderman. “They could be the swing 
vote if they choose,” he said. 

A candidate needs to surpass the 50 
percent mark to avoid an April 5 runoff. 
Overall results from the latest Tribune/ 
WGN poll released last week showed vot- 
ers favored Emanuel with 49 percent, fol- 
lowed by Chico at 19 percent, Braun at 
10 percent and del Valle at 8 percent. 

Respondents in the 18- to 35-year- 
old category showed the same general 
trends, ranking the top four candidates 
in the same order. l.v.

Got an issue in your ’hood? Take it up with the 
alderman. Aldermen handle the politics of local 
issues— from navigating zoning issues to over- 
seeing the process of obtaining permit-only 
street parking for certain blocks in their wards. 

While a lot of the media coverage has cen- 
tered around the city’s race for mayor, alder- 
manic seats in each of the city’s 50 wards are 
on the ballot in the Feb. 22 election. Among 
the batch of aldermen seeking a four-year 
City Council term are a Grammy award- 
winning rapper, a 22-year-old University of 
Chicago student and an 18 -year-old Wright 
College student. 

The election signals what could be one of 
the biggest changes on the council in recent 
years because a number of longtime aldermen 
are not seeking re-election.

Rahm becomes target in final debate

Front-runner Rahm Emanuel was the focal 
point during the final debate featuring Chica- 
go’s top mayoral contenders Thursday night, 
with his three rivals criticizing him on issues 
ranging from sales-tax plans to profits made 
from White House connections. 

The shots at Emanuel from Gery Chico, 
Carol Moseley Braun and Miguel del Valle sig- 


nified a renewed intensity in the contest. 

Led by Chico, Emanuel’s major rivals criti- 
cized his plan to reduce the city’s home-rule 
sales tax by a quarter percentage point while 
slapping the sales tax on unspecified “luxury” 
services, such as limo rides, private jet char- 
ters and pet grooming. 

“Tell us what’s going to be taxed,” asked 
Chico, the former chief of staff to Mayor Dal- 


ey contending Emanuel’s math doesn’t add 
up and that few families would see any sav- 
ings. “The taxpayers in this city and this state 
already have too many bricks on their back. 
They cannot afford this,” he said. 

Despite controversy over whether any ac- 
tual savings would be achieved under his plan, 
Emanuel maintained “it’s time to give work- 
ing families a tax cut.”

Virgin arrives 
witn $99 tickets

Virgin America entered the Chicago market 
Wednesday with typical flair, unveiling a Groupon 
Deal of the Day that slashed prices on its new West 
Coast service to $128 round trip. 

The deeply discounted deal was the first airfare 
to be featured on Chicago-based Groupon and sold 
out in Chicago in just 8 minutes, Virgin America 
spokeswoman Abby Lunardini said. Within 45 min- 
utes, Virgin’s Groupon offer had sold out in San 
Francisco and L.A., a total of 2,100 fares in all. 

Virgin America CEO David Cush promised the 
carrier would continue to shake up competition 
with deep discounts, including its introductory 
$99 one-way fare on service that begins May 25 
from O’Hare to L.A. and San Francisco. 

“When we enter markets, fares drop. That’s a 
fact,” Cush said at a news conference at City Hall. 

Though it is struggling to gain profitability. Vir- 
gin America is making a splash with its brand-new 
aircraft, Wi-Fi, groovy mood lighting and a flair for 
marketing that’s common for carriers associated 
with Sir Richard Branson. The billionaire will be on 
hand to launch the first Chicago flight, Cush said. 

Gaining a foothold in Chicago has been a long 
slog for Virgin America, though O’Hare has been 
at the top of its expansion wish list for three years. 
And despite recent dealmaking that would give 
Chicago control of the concourse that would house 
the discounter. Virgin’s growth at the airport isn’t 
assured. 



San Francisco-based Virgin America had planned 
to lease two gates at the airport and start service 
with eight daily flights when it unveiled its Chicago 
plans in May 2008. 

But after a long fight to gain access to the airport, 
the edgy discounter will start with a single gate, sub- 
leased from Delta Air Lines Inc., and five daily non- 
stops to California. 

“Chicago’s future economic development de- 
pends on bringing new business to Chicago,” May- 
or Daley said. “With the new capacity created at 
O’Hare by the {modernization plan], we are in a po- 
sition to aggressively add new airlines with a focus 
on international carriers, as well as new destinations 
to our airports.” 


Laugh Factory

In a jolt of good news for Chicago’s com- 
edy scene. The Laugh Factory, a leading 
stand-up venue in L.A., plans to open in 
the North Side space once occupied by 
the Lakeshore Theater. 

The Laugh Factory recently signed a 
lease on the movie theater-turned-com- 
edy venue at 3175 N. Broadway and will 
renovate the interior and open as a tra- 
ditional, tables-and-chairs comedy club 
later this year, said Emily Meador, Laugh 
Factory’s vice president of business devel- 
opment. 

“We’re going to fix it up and keep it true 
to the Laugh Factory brand and name that 
we have,” said Meador, who grew up in 
Lake Forest. “I love the area, and the the- 
ater itself has a lot of history” 

Lakeshore struggled for eight years to 
make a go of it, the final three by book- 
ing cutting-edge comics in its theater- 
style room. Owner Chris Ritter pulled the 
plug in April, in part because the building 
needed more rehab work than revenues 
would allow.

WASHINGTON Apple Chief Executive 
Steve Jobs, who is on medical leave 
from the compan}^ will attend a meeting 
in California on Thursday with President 
Obama, a source familiar with the meeting 
said. 

Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg 
and Google Chief Executive Eric Schmidt 
also will attend the meeting, the source 
told Reuters. 

Jobs, a pancreatic cancer survivor, 
stepped away from Apple on medical leave 
last month. It was the third time in seven 
years that Jobs has taken leave for health- 


related reasons. 

The National Enquirer on Thursday 
published pictures that purported to show 
Jobs arriving at the Stanford Cancer Cen- 
ter in Palo Alto, Calif 

Shares of Apple slipped 1.3 percent fol- 
lowing the report. A spokeswoman for 
Stanford Hospital declined to comment. 

The company has declined to provide 
any details on his health, comment on the 
recent reports or say when he might return 
from leave. 

Jobs had surgery in 2004 for an unusual 
type of tumor on his pancreas called a neu- 


roendocrine tumor. He had a liver trans- 
plant in 2009. 

Chief Operating Officer Tim Cook is 
running Apple’s day-to-day operations 
while Jobs is on leave. 

Analysts noted that Jobs’ health prob- 
lems are widely known by investors, who 
are not likely to be shocked by Internet 
reports. 

“I find it puzzling that he would be on 
campus and ‘working’ from home if he was 
that sick,” said Peter Misek, an analyst 
at Jefferies. “Seeing him go into a cancer 
treatment facility shouldn’t be a surprise.”

All-Star guard scores 42 as Bulls take down NBA’s best 


Just before tipoff Thursday night, Derrick Rose 
strolled to center court, took a microphone and 
thanked fans for voting him to start Sunda/s All- 
Star game. 

Then he played like not only an All-Star but a 
most valuable player. 

An aggressive Rose set the tone early and fin- 
ished with a career-high 42 points and eight assists 
as the Bulls downed the NBA-leading Spurs 109- 
99 before a playoff-sounding crowd of 22,172. 

That crowd serenaded Rose with “MVP” chants 
yet again as he dribbled out the clock. 

The Bulls head into the All-Star break a season- 
high 22 games over .500, winners of seven straight 
home games and 15 of 16. They also will enjoy four 
days of rest secure in the knowledge that they can 
beat anyone, adding the Spurs to their list of elite 
victims that includes the Celtics, Heat, Lakers and 
Magic. 

“We feel when we rebound, defend, play unself- 
ishly and have low turnovers, we can play with any- 
body,” coach Tom Thibodeau said.

Rose 
began a 13-3 run with back-to-back scores. By the 
time Ronnie Brewer and Taj Gibson powered 
home back-to-back dunks as the run extended into 
the fourth, the Bulls were hopping in celebration. 

Luol Deng finished with 19 points and Kurt 
Thomas added a team-high nine rebounds as the 
Bulls enjoyed a 41-29 rebounding advantage.

Moto chef Homaro Cantu’s new spot proves 
wacky eats don’t have to be outrageously styled 


By Lisa Arnett 

If Homaro Cantu is known for anything, it’s keeping people 
guessing. At West Loop restaurant Moto, he and his team of mad- 
scientist chefs have turned heads since 2004 for serving inside- 
out s’mores, a Cuban sandwich disguised as a cigar and other feats 
of molecular gastronomy (the foodie word for using scientific 
techniques to create outside-the-box eats). On TV, Cantu and 
Moto pastry chef Ben Roche unleashed their futuristic food skills to spitball solutions to 
environmental issues on Planet Green’s “Future Food” last year. 

So in December when Cantu announced he would retool Moto’s neighboring restaurant 
Otom into Ing, a playground of open kitchens, doughnut beer and miracle berry-induced 
tastebud trips (see sidebar), plenty of eyes were on him, including ours. To get an early look, 
we dined Monday, the first day of limited reservations leading up to a March i grand opening.

Everyone will be talking about ... the 

menus. Moto diners will always 
remember the meal starting 
with an edible menu. At Ing, 
the menu’s folded into an 
origami cube concealing an 
amuse bouche (right). 

The story behind the name 

... is that it’s an expression of 
action that also hints at Asian in- 
spirations. Ala carte dishes ($8-$24) 
are divided into sections ending in “ing.” 
Under “cooling” you’ll find cold starters 
such as tomagoyaki, a play on the traditional 
Japanese rolled omelet, a staple in sushi bars 
and bento boxes. “Boiling” is for broth- 
based noodle dishes, while “melting” brings 
melt-in-your-mouth meats. “Sweetening,” of 
course, is dessert. 


You might be surprised that ... 

unlike Moto, not every dish 
is a wacky masquerade. 
Dishes show Japanese and 
Indian influences with 
touches of molecular 
gastronomy A smoked 
oyster topped with 
decadent foie gras and 
uni* arrives beside a glass 
of hickory smoke, released 
just before you dig in. A waffle 
dessert is made from a frozen mousse 
of pureed waffles topped with mango sorbet 
sliced to look like pats of melting butter. One 
of our favorite dishes, la mien noodles (better 
known as ramen) in oxtail broth swimming 
with pork, maitake mushrooms, baby bok 
choy hearts and a little flavor bomb in the 
form of a soy sauce-marinated soft-boiled 




quail egg, may have been the least out-there 
but perhaps the most satisfying. Ironically, 
the ancient art of noodle-making may be 
tougher to master than Ing’s molecular 
tricks. “We spent days doing absolutely 
nothing but pulling noodles for 10, 12 hours 
a day, just trying to get it right,” says Thomas 
Elliott Bowman, Ing’s executive chef who 
also held the same position at Otom. 

Don’t be fooled ... by the menu’s descrip- 
tions, which caU out just a couple ingredients 
and leave the rest for servers to explain. For 
example, the baozi* bun described as “pork, 
enoki, melted scallions” is actually a cute pork 
belly slider, served on a halved bao with crisped 


enoki mushrooms, freeze-dried jalapenos, srira- 
cha chili-based sauce made to look like ketchup 
and melted scallions to emulate mustard. 

That pork belly is Ing’s version of the Japanese 
kakuni style of pork braised with black vinegar, 
only it’s coaxed into a deliciously melty state 
using a vacuum oven, typically used in labs to, 
say kill anthrax or other bacteria. But you’ll 
probably be too busy gobbling the tasty thing 
down to think about all that, like our date, who 
after the first bite confessed, “I could eat about 
40 of these if you let me.”

Nano-brewed beers 

Funky flavored nano-brews (Ing’s term for small-batch 
beers brewed on site) still are in the experimental stage 
but were served as samples Monday. We loved the fra- 
grant Indian P.A, an IPA with curry and other spices, but 
when it came to the Precinct, a police-themed porter 
brewed with coffee and glazed doughnuts, we could 
only taste the espresso notes. Eventually, brews will be 
paired with dinner and perhaps served by the glass at 
Ing’s “bar,” a bright-red counter-height table with a view 
into the drink prep room by way of a red bubble-shaped 
window. 



Eat by the hour 

A pay-by-the-hour option (called “cooking” on the menu along with many other plays on “ing”) is 
Ing’s take on a chef’s tasting menu or omakase, meaning “It’s up to you” in Japanese restaurants. 
Tell your server how much time you have (one hour minimum) and they’ll bring out dishes (on- 
menu and off) for $50 an hour per person or $70 with drink pairings. Available after the March 1 
grand opening. 

Flavor-tripping 

For years, Cantu and company have been experimenting with the miracle berry iSynsepalum dul- 
cificum if you want to get scientific), a West African fruit that temporarily trips up your taste recep- 
tors, causing sour foods to seem sweet. Ing’s basement “flavor-tripping” table will introduce diners 
to its palate-bending effects. Availability and pricing had not been set as of press time, but this is 
gonna be big. Like Willy Wonka big.

We were slightly disappointed ... by the 

lack of action. Cantu really pumped up our 
expectations when he described Ing back 
in January as “the most entertaining show 
you’ve ever seen a chef do in a restaurant.” 
The dude pulling noodles at a cooking sta- 
tion near the window was the extent of the 
production we saw, though we have to guess 
there’ll be more to see when the restaurant’s 
operating at full speed. Another station in 
the back of the dining room is dedicated 
to pastry, Bowman says, so you’ll be able to 
watch as staff prepares that aforementioned 


waffle dessert using a campfire waffle iron 
and liquid nitrogen. 

Bottom line: Right now, we’re digging Ing as 
a more approachable way to experience some 
of the fun that made Mo to famous, minus 
the intimidating lo -course format to the 
tune of $135 a head. Ing will only get hotter as 
the coming-soon features kick in, so pick up 
the phone soon if you’re hoping to snag res- 
ervations in the next month. The number’s

Bonarda throwdown 


Italians are the largest ethnic group in Argentina 
thanks to massive emigration beginning in the 
mid-i9th centur)^ Along with pizza and pasta, these 
immigrants brought with them their native wine 
grapes, many of which have taken off with great suc- 
cess in South America, often becoming more popular 
there than in their home countries. Ultra-popular 
malbec— originally from France— is a tremendous 
example. Taking a look at the mix of Argentine and 
Italian dishes on the menu at Lincoln Park BYOB 


restaurant Caminito Argentinian 
Grill I decided to have a throw- 
down of old world versus new 
with a red wine called bonarda. 

What better way to show off 
what a difference a few thousand 
miles and some genetic shifting 
can have on grapes’ transforma- 
tion into wine? 

Bonarda from Italy has a 
murky history, with a few clones 
and many pseudonyms. In the Italian 2006 Fattoria 
Cabanon Boisee ($22.99, available occasionally and 
also by order at Perman Wine Selections, 802 W 
Washington Blvd. 312-666-4417) from Lombardy, it’s 
known as croatina, and produced only in excellent 
vintages, making this already obscure grape even 
harder to find. The wine is intensely aromatic— even 
floral— with mild tannins and deep, plush, sweet 
fruit. The soft tannins make the wine easy to pair 
with Caminito’s seafood (calamari fritti, $9.50) and 
pasta options (pillowy house-made gnocchi with pan- 
cetta, $18) and that deep fruit provides an interesting 
contrast to the pungent, salty chimichurri topping on 
the vacio, or grilled hangar steak. 


But the steak itself needs more guts and grip than 
that Cabanon can provide, which makes the 2008 
La Posta bonarda ($13.99 at Binny’s Beverage Depot, 
1720 N. Marcey St. 312-664-4394) from Argentina the 
winner with that course. This wine may be too rich 
for other dishes such as the fugazzetta rellena, a ham- 
and-cheese stuffed pizza topped with onion ($22), 
but the blackberry fruit, smoke, and leather notes 
heighten the grilled meat. The verdict? If you can find 
a bottle of bonarda from both Italy and Argentina, 
bring one of each!

Don’t miss: Massaman curry with beef ($10). Coconut milk, peanut sauce, red onion and sweet 
potato play off each other to create a dish we’ll be returning for soon. Like, really soon. 

Bottom line: Silom 12’s service is much more organized and friendlier than what we’ve experi- 
enced at other, similarly sleek spots in the city. Nice to get the setting we like without the attitude

The next No. 1? 


Newcomer Alex Pettyfer almost gave up his role In new sci-fi thriller

Quitting mid-audition isn’t a smart tactic when it comes 
to landing the lead role in a potential sci-fi franchise. But 
that’s precisely what British newcomer Alex Pettyfer did 
when he read for the lead in “I Am Number Four.” 

In front of director D.J. Caruso, Pettyfer muttered “I’m 
sorry I don’t think I’m right for the part,” and walked out 
of the room, essentially giving up on a star-making turn as 
alien John Smith. 

“I was a coward,” Pettyfer said of the aborted perfor- 
mance. 

But something about the then-i 9 -year-old stuck with 
Caruso, even after the director scoured New York, Austra- 
lia and England searching for his main character: a young, 
human-looking alien who craves a life of normalcy yet 
must confront his emerging powers and a rival alien gang. 
Caruso asked Pettyfer to return. 

“The fact that he lacked the confidence in the room, 
I really liked that,” Caruso said. “Because when you look 
like that, and you have some vulnerability that’s really 
great. Usually when someone looks like that, you just want 
to hate him.” 

Based on a series of novels by Pittacus Lore, an alias for 
the writing team of James Frey and Jobie Hughes, “I Am 
Number Four” foUows Pettyfer’s orphaned John, who, 
along with his caregiver Henri (Timothy Olyphant), is 
forced to move from town to town, hiding from the alien 
marauders who wiped out the population on John’s home 
planet and are now looking for the remaining few survi- 
vors, many of whom possess special powers. 

It’s the first film to come from the latest incarnation 
of Steven Spielberg’s DreamWorks Studios, and it stands 
as something of a rare breed in Hollywood, a young adult 
science-fiction movie that didn’t become mired in a long 
development process. 

The studio bought the property in June 2009 for Mi- 
chael Bay to produce. Alfred Gough, Miles Millar and 
Marti Noxon penned the screenplay, Caruso was hired in 
February 2010 and production began in May of that year, 
nine months before the film’s scheduled release date. 

That time crunch— and the pressure of being the first 
project released from the new DreamWorks— put ex- 
tra strain on Caruso, a journeyman filmmaker who has 
turned modestly-budgeted action movies such as the Shia 
LaBeouf-vehicles “Disturbia” and “Eagle Eye” into break- 
out successes for the company 

“I felt more pressure to deliver on this movie,” he said. 
“It’s really important to them that it’s a hit.” 

When it came to working with the teen actors who pop- 
ulate the cast— “Glee” star Dianna Agron as the girl whom

John falls for, Australian Teresa Palmer as a fellow alien 
refugee and Callan McAuliffe as John’s ally an alien 
tracker whose father has gone missing — Caruso was 
more comfortable. His facility with younger actors is 
one of the primary reasons DreamWorks repeatedly 
turns to the filmmaker. 

It helps that the 46 -year-old director has five chil- 
dren ranging in ages from 3 to 16. “What I found, 
just like being a father, is you have to keep them fo- 
cused,” Caruso said. “You have to be more parental 
than you’d like to be.” 

Pettyfer said Caruso’s guidance was critical in 
helping him become more comfortable playing 
John. “I saw this guy as this James Dean-type and I 
don’t see myself as James Dean, at all,” Pettyfer said. 

Pettyfer received a comprehensive leading man 
tutorial by Caruso as he prepared for the role. The 
two ate lunch together numerous times and cased 
locations together. Pettyfer watched movies that in- 
spired Caruso when he was preparing for “I Am Num- 
ber Four,” such as “Starman” and “Rebel Without a 
Cause.” 

He also learned that he had a much bigger responsi- 
bility on set than just memorizing his lines. 

“I think Alex thought it would be a lot easier than it 
was,” Caruso said. “I wanted him to know that his attitude 
in how he approached the day is just as important as mine 
because he’s one of the leaders of this movie.”
